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Economic Talks 


NE question about the 

conference of Common- 
wealth Finance Ministers in 
Sydney that seems to be 
exercising the minds of not 
a féw people ja whether it 
will be o policy-making one 
or whether it will merely 
be concerned with reviewing 
achievements under the 
plans agreed upon in 
London at the end of lust 
year, It seems misleading, 
however, to argue that, 
because it is not a con- 
ferenco of Prime Ministers 
and is being held In Sydney, 
instead of London, it is 
of relatively minor slyni- 
ficance. One factor especial- 
Jy will add to the importance 
of the deliberations and that 
is the failure of the United 
States Administration to 
announce their trade policy. 
It will be recalled that tne 
last Commonwealth ceono- 
mic conference declared 
that progress “towards a 
system of freer trade” was 
dependent upon American 
co-operation, At that time, 
however, it was hardly 
vinsuallaed that there would 
be such delay in the US 
Government oimaking — up 
thelr mind. 


Tl is one thing to take action 
to promote a freer system 
of trade when the United 
States is taking: parallel 
action; jt is quite another 
when the United States con- 
tinues to stand — aloof. 
Members of the Common- 
wealth could afford to take 
a liberal attitude to imports 
from other countries if the 
United States were to take 
a more liberal attitude to 
imports from the ‘sterling 
aren, But can they when 
entry into the American 
market remaing severely 
restricted? | Yat a pressing 
problem confronting many 
trading nations today is the 
shortage of sterling, The 
recent negotiations now 
proceeding in London with 
the Japanese, for Instance, 
are largely concerned with 
this problem. Can the 
Commons ealth maintain 
the states quo for a year 
until it beeomes known 
what the -United States Is 
going to do? [t in highly 
improbable that they can do 
so. Indeed, © major task 
confronting the Finance 
Ministers und their expert 
advisers will be to reach 
tigreement on modifications 
to the plans decided upon 
in London in 1962, 


HILE the common action 

taken to reduce external 
spending has ' strengthened 
sterling, {it has also had 
adyerse effects on inter- 
Empire trade itself. The ex- 
tent to which restrictions on 
importe can be relaxed would 
in any case have come up, 
but American dilatorincss 
makes considerntion of the 
issue) much more urgent. 
. Mr Butler, cspecially in 
view of the  incrensing 
competition being met by 
British exporters in foreign 
markets, can be expected to 
stress the importance of 
inter-Imperinl trade. On 
the whole, the sterling area 
members, of the Common- 


wealth recognise the ‘value {- 


of reciprocal trading within 
the Empirc, and there is 
ample scope for expanding 
it, But, as the recent 
report by OEEC on Britain's 
economy pointed out, the 
need for ‘oxpanding trade 
with foreign countries ott- 
‘side = the © Commonwealth 
cannot be ignored. In part 
this Is bound up with the 
question of making aterling 
less scarce, and this in tiim 
ja Hnked with the volume 
of American purchases from 
the ‘sterling arco, Clearly 
if those purchases were ra- 
duced, ‘then exchange 
restrictions within the ‘ater- 
Ming arca ‘would have to be 
intensified. So long. as the 
atorling.ares has to husband 
dollar carnings cnrefully, {t-

Washington, Jan. 5. 


Secret service agents today arrested a negro, 
man in connection with the New Year’s eve theft of 


Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 
The secret service also announced that $120,000 of the stolen $20 


bills and $7,000 in smaller bills — for which s 


had been exchanged —

U. E. Baughman, chief of secret service, said the other man arrested is a 
neighbour of Landis and ig employed in another government agency. 


Mr Baughman later identified ! 
him as William Giles, a negro 
who jives In the same apait- 
ment building with Landls andl 
is employed as a government 
building painter. 

Mr Baughman 
was seized at his job in the 
Engraving Bureau at about 10 
a.m, today and admitted some 
part of the theft, but denied 
other details. : 

Landis’ wife 
shortly afterward, 

Mr Baughman identified 
Landis asone of “tive malin 
suspects" from the moment the 
money was discovered, missing 
yesterday. 

He said the other four 
original suspects, also Engraving 
Bureau employees, are “up- 
porently okay.” 


ACCESS TO VAULT 


Mr Baughman said Landis has 
been oa “distributor-check<r” at 
the Engraving Bureau since 
1942, and had access to the 
vault from which the money 
was stolen. 

He said Landis, his wife ond 
Ges drove last night to a farm 
near Middleburg, Virginia, 
where Mrs Landls' father lives. 

Mr Baughman sald Landis 
told his father-in-law they had 
a large amount of money but 
“the heat. is on” ond they want- 
ed to bury it, 

He satd Landis’ companion 
shifted the money from a red- 
painted wooden box to a metal 
box whieh resembles ao tool kit, 
and left It with the father-in- 
law for burial. 

He said the father-in-law be- 
came worried and called the 
Virginio State police at about 
5 am. today. Two Virginia 
State troopers, V. P. Hochman 
and S. S. Secrest, went to the 
farm, recovered the money and 
called the secret service. 

In the box,’ Mr Baughman 
said, they found 44 bundles of 
the stolen $20 billy ($83,000) in- 
fact and about $7,000 in smaller 
bills, the proceeds from passing 
stolen notes, « 


SHOWS HIDE-AWAY 
He said 16 additional bundles 
($32,000) were found hidden 
under o small hand truck in a 
dark_corner of the Afth ‘floor of 
the Engraving Bureau.

Me Baughman disclosed later 
that an additional $1,300 in 
small bills was recovered from 
the Landis apartment. 

Included in the metal box was 
$3,000 stuffer Into o pair of. grey 
silk socks which Landis was 
going to give his father-in-law 
Yor burylng tho loot, Mr Baugh- 
man said. ‘ : 

Ho caid Landis admitte? taking 
hc packaged! money from a hand 
truck at the vault door’ last 
Thursday, substituting “dummy” 
packages of the some size and 
shape, but denied carrying the 
stoleix money out of the duilding. 

Mr Baughman said Landis 
named another person as the 
instigator of the scheme, but that 
the secrat service had reasons to 
doudt {hat part of the Ftory. 

FALSE POCKETS 

Mr Baughman said the secret 
service has reason to believe that 
Landis sewed false pockcts into 
the tall of a coat and = spirited 
the moncy out that way. 

Mr Baughman satd = Landis’ 
story failed to account for all 
the missing money and there js 
a possibility that a fourth per- 
son — a man — is involved in 
the biggest theft in the history 
of the Engraving Bureau. 

He sald Landis admitted pass- 


ing some of the stolen bills i) 


the northeast Washington 
neighbourhood, but claimed to 
have used money which was 
not stolen in making a $1,200 
down, payment on a 1953 Olds- 
mobile which last night's 
trip to Middicburg was made. 

Mr ° Baughman said Landis 
claimed to have passed only 
about 20 of the stolen $20 bills 
and that another alleged ac- 
complice passed a great deal 
more for small bills and 
brought it back to him for safe- 
keeping. 

“MESSED ‘THINGS UP” 

He quoted Landis og saying: 
"t really messed. things up, 
getting my wife into a, thing 
lke thls." 

During the original question- 
ing, Mr Boughmon say Landis 
flatly refused to implicate Giles 
and kept insisting there was 
another accomplice who was 
the “real brains” of the theft. 

‘Mr Baughman sald Mrs Landis 
denied knowledge of the theft,

Trade in non-strategic 
amounted to almost $1,000 . million from 
West to East and more from East to West, 
according. to the latest, American: survey, 
released in New York yesterday. 


’ This was a big increase on the volume of trade 
which flowed between the West and. East in the 
revious Ag — largely because. of expanding 
rade in the last five months, But the U.S. 
Government also announced that the embargo on 
trade with Communist China wauld continue, 

In Geneva, the Executive Secretary of the UN 
Economic Commission for Europe, Mr Gunnar 
Myrda] leaves today on a visit to a number of 
Capitals on both sides of the Iron Curtain to 
discuss the East and West Trade Talks acheduled’ 
to begin in April. 

In Manchester, the Russian Section of the 
Chamber of Commerce said in its annual report 
there were encouraging prospects of a moderate 
rise in trade between Britain and Ruasia this year. 


New York, Jan. 5. 
E East-West trade

Soviet Films 
For Bulgaria 


Vierma, Jan, 5. 

The cinemn is being used tn 
Bulgiria us one of the most 
potent and effective means for 
completing the “Russianisation” 
of that already Intensely Slav 
people, according to reports 
reaching here. 

These state thay) 90 per cent 
of the films now shown lt 
Bulgaria are Soviet films. 
Owing to the close aumilarity of 
the Bulgarian and Russlan 
languages, these Mims can be 
shown in their cruginmal Nuis.an 
text, and are thus rapidly 
eliminating the existing differ- 
ences between the twe 
Janguages, 

According to the Sofla news- 
poper,  “Vetcherni’  Novinl"” 
(Evening News), for December 
3, the number of cinemas in 
Bulgaria has inerensed from 213 
in September 1944, when the 
Communists took over power In 
Bulgaria, to 1,172 today. 

This process, which is called 
“Kinofication”, has led to the 
erection of a cinema .in every 
town of over 5,000 population in 
the country. In addition, In 
order to bring the cinema and 
its effects of spreading Sovict 
{fdens, culture, and language to 
the whsle of the Bulgarian 
population, cven {n the most in- 
aecessible comers of the land, 154 
travelling cinemas on lorries 
have heen set up. These show 
Soviet films to the population o 
the most remote parts of the 
country. 


Since April 1048, all Bulga- 
ran cinamas have been 
nationallsed. During this period 
no less than 604 Sovict-made: 
cinema projectors have been 
imported and installed, 


LOVED WESTERN FILMS 


Ard during this same period 
the Western , filma, which — the 
Bulgarian people used to love, 
have been gretually ousted an 
replaced by Sovict films, 

Thus,. where:s in. 1047, it 
was calculated that there were 
16,774,000 visite to Bulgarian 
cinemas in the year, of which 
1,280,000 were to Soviet Russian 
filma, im 4952, thoro were 
92,000,000 visits of which 
45,000,000 were to Rusaian films. 

Theso figures show that while 
the number of  visitora to 
cinemas increased ~—threefold, 
that of’ visitors who saw Sovict 
films had increased five times—.

Leading  newspaopera have 
fertured ithe serizl wersion af 
Sir John Hunt's book “The 
Ascent of Everest” and the film. 
“The Conquest of Everest" has 
had long runs In several cities. 

The word “Everest,” 95 fanu- 
facturers and advertising 
egencies soon discovered, has 
strong sclling power.

Most of its 3,000,000 
acres is unexplored and covered 
with dense bush. Annual 
rainfall is thought of in feel 
rather than inches, 


WILD-LIFE 


Some parties wilt be away for 
weeks trekking and climbing in 
Itttle known mountain valleys. 
It was In one of these — valleys 
that the takahe ar notornis, a 
bird thought extinct for half a 
century, was found five years 
ago. Other important mineral 
and wild-life discoveries have 
also been made as arcas became 
opened up. 


There ore trampers and clim- 
bers in the Flord region who 
live in the hope of being the 
central figures in a sensation 
almost as great as the climbing 
of Evesest. The presence of 
many untrodden areas gives rise 
to their belicf that some day a 
New Zealander will pause while 
ascending a peak, and ina 
nearby valley will sight a 
“Jost tribe” of Maoris hunting 
thelr wild game, Moas.

—a new record of £64m. in the past twelve months 
compared with £44m. in 1952, 

Since 1950 aviation exports have almost 
doubled, and: the expectation is that before long 
they will reach the £100m, a year mark. 


This growing output, together 
with rising production for de- 
fence, required a parallel rise 
in the industry's manpower. 
Over the past year the labour 
forco grew from just over 
200,000 to about 225,000.

Reds Mass Troops For 


prens Service. 


Possible Southward 
Stab In Indo-China 


Hanoi, Jan. 5. 


A new Communist build-up massed troops in 
the mountainous narrow waist of Indo-China to- 
day in a position that threatened a southward 
stab toward the French base at Savannakhet. 

Loyal patrols probing out of Savannakhet, in Laos 
along the Mekong River, and reconnaissance flights from 
nearby Seno uirbase reported important Vietminh troop 
movements in the Annum mountains between the placid 
Mekong River and the coast of Vietnam. 


Important enemy concentra- 
thon appeared to be headed for 
the mountain township = of 
Tchepone, midway between the 
Mekong and the coast and a key 
point from which the Reds 
could pour into the Mekong 
Valley and outflank Savannak- 
het. 


The Reds olso sent out hun- 
derds of Commendes,  guerilias 
and saboteurs charged with 
whipping up local fecling against 
the French, cutting communica- 
tions and horassing Franco- 
Laotian defence preparations. 


The Reds hoped dy sending 
the war underground to create 
ao Laotian fAfth column as strong 
as the one in North Vietnam. 


MAY BE COERCED

The 19-ycar-old youth, who 
has lived aboard the ship os a 
stowaway for nearly three 
months and hos travelled 20,000 
smiles, had_ stowed aboard the 
Batory in. Karachi last October. 
When discovered’ he told the 
ship's officers he wanted to 
Teave India because he could 
not find work.
